Under the rules of the contest. which is! 
mtended to mark the centenary of the State | 


of Victoria, Australia, it is only necessary 
to nominate the name of the chief pilot ; 


the details of the aircraft may be specified, | 
and other members of the crew may be | 


nominated, at any time up to June Ist next. 


The entrants will start at a given signal | 


from specified aerodromes in England, as 
near as possible equidistant from Baghdad. 

It was announced yesterday that Mr. 
McGrath has authorised Colonel Fitz- 
maurice to make all arrangements for the 
flight, including the selection of the aero- 
plane. The pilot, who is at present in 


London, is in touch with English aircraft | 
manufacturers—at least two of which have | 


designed special machines for the race—but 
before making his final decision he proposes 


to visit the United States to examine long- | 


distance high-speed aeroplanes built in that 
country. 

It will be recalled that Colonel 
maurice flew to Dublin recently, 
mentioned that he was considering another 
big flight. Presumably, the reason for the 
visit was to conclude arrangements with 
the Hospitals’ Trust. 

The Macrobertson Race will actually 
consist of two events, whieh will take place 
concurrently. The first, known as the 
Speed Race, will be won by the first 
machine to reach Melbourne. The prize 
for this will be £10,000 and a gold cup 
(valued at £500); the second prize is 
£1,500 and the third £500. In the other 
event—the Handicap Race—the first prize 
(£2,000) will go to the pilot whose machine 
makes the best performance on its handi- 
cap, with £1,000 as the second prize. All 
pilots who complete the course within 


sixteen days will receive a gold medallion. | 


The prize-money has been donated by Sir 


MacPherson Robertson, a prominent citizen | 


of Melbourne.

foreign entries have been made for the race, |

RED SQUIRRELS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—l see in your issue of to-day a plea 
by Mr. W. Kemmis. in favour of that pest. 
the red squirrel, and a criticism of 
‘“Quidnunce’s '” statement that they rob bird- 
nests, 

Not only will the red squirrel take eggs 
from nests, but he will also take the young 
birds. I have shot one while carrying off a 
half-fledged missel thrush from its nest, and 
also have shot one while it was carrying off 
a few days’ old chicken from. a farmer's 
house near a wood where I had the shooting. 
He was carrying the chicken up a beech 
tree. I never saw them attack apples, but 
have seen them taking plums wl cherries 
from the trees against a wall, where a wood 
adjoined the garden, and have often -killed 
them while raiding the strawberries in my 
garden when they got entangled in the nets. 

I have had !arch trees up to fifteen feet 
high killed ty them. They strip the bark 
round the tree some four or five feet from 
the top, when, of course, tle top dies and 
snaps off short in the first wind; and I have 
also found redwood (S. Sempervirens) badly 
barked by them, while they nearly strip all 
the spikelets of blossom of horse chestnut 
trees, Just as they are coming into flower, 
Irom the trees 

Though they do not do the immense 
damage the grey squirrel now does in Eng- 
land, still the red squirrels are pests. 

When the Forestry Department is planting, 
and encouraging the planting of. trees on a 
large scale, what is the good of preserving 
the enemies of trees and birds because they 
may look pretty to some? Sentimentalism 
Is all very. well; but, surely, practical views 
are also necessary. i

ATHY, Tuesday. 
G Leis and Carlo from County Kildare, 


Leix and Carlow attended a meeting in 
Athy to-night to hear what the Free 
State Department of Agriculture proposed to 


the markets. 

Mr. John N. Greene, who presided, stated 
that according to figures compiled by the 
Department of Agriculture all stall-fed cattle 
would be sold by the end of May, but the 
deputation which waited on the Minister for 
Agriculture could not see eye to eye with him, 


being issued at the rate of one to every ten 
cattle, whereas, if cattle were to be disposed 
of by the end of May, the licences would have 
to be issued at the rate of one to three cattle. 
The meeting was hopeful that feeders would 
get rid of their cattle by the end of May, or 
early in June, and also confident that if it 
were necessary licences would be withheld 
from grass-fed cattle until the stall-feds were 
all gone. 

The Chairman also stated that as a result of 
an interview with the Department a new 
census on cattle was being taken. Unless 
issued at the rate of one to 
three cattle they would not get rid of their 
stall-feds for five months. ‘With regard to 
holding licences for grass cattle until the 
stall-feds were disposed of he believed that 
grass cattle-feeders would not object. It was 
absolutely imperative that they should know 
what they were going to do. 

Mr. Henderson said that he knew of a man 


| who got six licences, although he had no stall- 


feds this year. Two other stall-feeders com- 
plained that although they applied for licences 
no inspector came to see their cattle. 

The Chairman said that, as far as he knew, 
any licences applied for in time were attended 
to by the Department. 

As regards controlling the price of beasts, 
it was apparently out of the question at 
present. He thought that feeders would be 
wise to hold their cattle pending an assur- 
ance from the Department that they would be 
got rid of by the end of May. It would, he 
thought, be necessary to appoint a deputation 
to call on the Department of Agriculture to 
see how the census was proceeding, and make 
their arrangements accordingly. 

It was agreed that the Chairman and 
another member of the Committee should act 
as a deputation to wait on the Department 
to-morrow.

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At a quarterly meeting of the Royal Society 
of Antiquaries, which was held yesterday a 
| 63 Merrion square, Dublin, Dr. R. A. S. 

Macalister, past president, read a paper on 

“ The Ancient Inscriptions of Kells. County 

Meath,” in which he stated that there are 

four ancient crosses in Kells. of which there 
| are casts in the National Museum. On ex- 
| amining one of these casts in the Museum 
| some time ago he noticed that there was an 
| inscription on the pedestal, and he took an 
| opportunity of visiting Kells in order to 
| examine the original. He found that there 

Is an inscription on two faces of it to the 
| effect that the cross was erected by a cer- 
| tain Artgal to the memory of one Muiredach. 

Qn examining another of the crosses on the 
| spot the same name was discovered as the 
maker of the cross. He found the same name 
again on a cross at Monasterboice, which up 
till now had been suppose to be the work of, 
or done under the auspices of, an abbot of 
that name, who died in the year 924. This 
new discovery shows that Muiredach must 
he the name of the stone-cutter—a different 
person from the abbot. 

The paper was illustrated by a senes of 
lantern slides. 

Mr. Henry Morris, a member of the 
Society, read a paper containing observations 
an ‘‘Some Panels of the Muiredach Cross, 
Monasterboice ’’ (with lantern illustrations) , 
in which he said that the conversion of the 
Danes in the neighbouring district of Ana- 
gassan to Christianity was the cause of the 
immunity that the Monastery of Monaster- 
boice enjoyed during the ninth century, when 
most of the monasteries were being de- 
stroyed, and that it was due to the fact 
that the neighbouring Norse garrison of 
Anagassan had become Christian, and, -there- 
fore, friendly.

immunity that the Monastery of Monaster- 
boice enjoyed during the ninth century, when 
most of the monasteries were being de- 
stroyed, and that it was due to the fact 
that the neighbouring Norse garrison of 
Anagassan had become Christian, and, there- 
fore, friendly.
